3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-17, the prior art of record fails to teach of receiving in a second transceiver on 
simultaneous combinations of radio channels, the combinations having been selected 
sequentially from a second plurality of radio channels according to a second sequence, 
where the first and second plurality of radio channels have at least partial commonality, 
the radio channels of a simultaneous combination from among the combinations being 

^ received in the receiving simultaneously and sequentially selecting, from a second 
plurality of radio channels according to a second sequence at a second rate, different 
combinations of radio channels, of which a current combination is one, the first and 
second plurality of radio channels having at least partial commonality. The closest 
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reference, Haartsen et al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,940,431), teaches of synchronizing 
frequency hopping radio transceivers, hop sequences, a plurality of channels and 
paging messages, but fails to teach of receiving in a second transceiver on 
simultaneous combinations of radio channels, the combinations having been selected 
sequentially from a second plurality of radio channels according to a second sequence, 
where the first and second plurality of radio channels have at least partial commonality, 
the radio channels of a simultaneous combination from among the combinations being 
received in the receiving simultaneously and sequentially selecting, from a second 
plurality of radio channels according to a second sequence at a second rate, different 
combinations of radio channels, of which a current combination is one, the first and 
second plurality of radio channels having at least partial commonality.
